The Japanese radio announces that the 
Japanese empire is ready to accept the 
Potsdam ultimatum for surrender except 
insofar as that ultimatum demands the dis- 
appearance of the emperor. 

This capitulation was not unexpected 
Only a suicidal maniac would persist in the 
fight against such new forces as the atomic 
bomb and the entrance of Russia into the 
war. And while the Japanese leaders 
countenanced with great readiness the 
suicide of individuals, it has always been 
doubtfu! if they would embrace with equal 
celerity the suicide of the whole Japanese 
race. Indeed, racial suicide would violate 
the very essence of Japanese belief in Jap- 
anese destiny. 

Nor does it come as a surprise that the 
Japanese should refuse to accept a demand 
for the elimination of the emperor. The 
mikado is the heart and centre of the Jap- 
anese political system and the Japanese re- 
ligion. In their conception, the disappear- 
ance of the emperor would be exactly the 
fame as the disappearance of Japan 

In their eyes, any surrender involving 
the removal of the emperor would also in- 
volve the removal of Japanese Sovereignty 
and, indeed, the very right to make peace 

The Japanese position, then, although it 
does not meet Allied conditions entirely, is 
still a logical position and comes as near to 
unconditional surrender as the Japanese 
mentality is capable

It has been the Em- 
pire’s chief weapon for centuries 
It has consistently led to wars— 
but these have consistently been 
won by Britain. Why give up the 
policy? 

British Labor is going to join 
Americans in putting the accent 
less on winning and a lot more on 
avoiding the next war 

For this reason, it is going to try 
even harder to keep the present 
world concert of power intact— 
which is the American line 

As highly educated people, the 
Labor Party leaders are aware that 
at long last no concert of fully sov- 
ereign nations can be kept together 
Either they transfer some power to 
a truly international authority or 
they will fall into division and a 
balance of power. Since the latter 
means war, a_ Labor 
Party Cabinet in London will al- 
most surely stress international de- 
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velopment, both within the frame- 
work of the United Nations’ Chart- 
er and—if necessary—by stretching 
this framework. This will be the 
more readily accepted since inter- 
nationalism now corresponds to the 
conerete interests of the United 
Kingdom and will find plenty of 
support in the Dominions 

Here again there should be fio 
real divergence from the emerging 
Truman policy, provided that policy 
is not bent to American imperialis- 
tic ends 

Economically, the new British 
lines of planned state capitalism 
certainly diverges from our Ameri- 
can reliance upon private capital- 
ism. But in the field of foreign 
trade, London and Washington 
should be able to meet on such mat- 
ters as the state control of private 
cartels, the planned international 
improvement of world fogd supply 
and the Bretton Woods financial 
agreements. The area of agreement 
should be larger than the area of 
difference 

Finaily partnership between 
Britain and America on the ideéolo- 
gical field should be vastly simpli- 
fied by the victory of the British 
Laborites. Here are Britishers who 
think as democratically as most 
Americans do—who define fascism 
in the liberal, not in the Russian, 
way and intend to extirpate it. They 
will not give up or demolish their 
Empire—but they will seek its 
gradual emancipation, They will 
not attack monarchy as an institu- 
tion—-but they will cea%e trying to 
spread it for its own sake 

In short, except in the very lim- 
ited field of economic planning, the 
British Labor people are the natural 
allies of us Americans at our best.

This article is being written in 
answer to a request that I discuss 
the problem of noise, The original 
request comes from a person living 
in an apartment house in a crowded 
city, who complains that the noises 
ef radios and the rackets made by 
passing automobiles, are preventing 
sound sleep and promoting nerve 
fatigue 

It is true that human being may 
waste an enormous amount of 
energy by listening to distracting 
noises. The effect upon the nervous 
system is apparently more marked 
in those who are naturally of a 


highly strung nervous tempera- 
ment, but even the placid indivi- 


cual will in time notice that he is 
annoyed by needless clatter 

Scientific experiments have de 
termined that loud noises will 
arouse fear in infants and it seems 
as though the fear of noise is one 
of the two natural fears with which 
we are born, After we grow up, un- 
expected noises probably still have 
the power of stirring up a fear re- 
action within the body, even though 
perhaps we are not conscious that 
we are reacting in just that way 

Other experiments indicate that 
continuous noises create fatigue 
and reduce efficiency. In the larger 
cities, noise is a distinct problem 
because of the concentration of in- 
dustry, Especially in offices, where 
many are working together and 
where the racket of typewriters and 
telephones add their contribution 
the noise problem is acute 

A unit of measurement for noise 
is called a decibel and the noise in 
the average office runs about 50 
decibels. It has been found easy to 
foo) the human ear in regard to the 
amount of noise present—by reduc 
ing certain kinds of noise a little 
more than one-fourth, the listener 


believes it has been reduced one- 
half. 

Those who work al! day fn the 
midst of noise need peace and 


quiet at night. Taking this into con 
sideration, it is a wise plan to try 
to live in a neighborhood which is 
relatively quiet, as in this way the 
sound sleep necessary to build up

Money had to be raised to not 
only buy the building but to move 
it across the lake All this was 
accomplished, and by the summer 
of 1920 the camp was ready for 
occupancy, Three camps, two for 
girls, and one for leaders, were 
held that summer.
